2. A plenary indulgence is also 
granted to the faithful upon fulfill- 
ment of the above conditions as often 
as they make a pilgrimage in a 
group to any of these churches on 
any Saturday of the Marian Year. 

3. A plenary indulgence is grant- 
ed to the faithful, fulfilling the above 
conditions, who devoutly attend any 
sacred ceremony celebrated in honor 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary. 

Thus Our Holy Father once again 
breaks open the seals on the spiritual 
treasures of Holy Church and calls upon 
all to partake of these spiritual awards 
in penance, in prayer and in sacrifice. 

The Marian Year offers the oppor- 
tunity of a lifetime. Take advantage 
of it.

We Americans are traditionalists at 
heart. It is hardly possible for us to 
imagine Christmas 
without the crib, the 
tree, cards, caroling, 
stockings and Ru- 
dolph the red-nosed 
reindeer. Yet all of 
these, except for Ru- 
dolph, of course, find 
their origin, not in 
our own meager tra- 
dition, but in the folk 
customs of other lands and ages.

The tree which we dutifully decorate 
each Christmas eve with that same box 
of “‘old favorite’ ornaments hauled 
from their dusty niche is of pagan ori- 
gin.

For Scholarships 


Dates for examinations to determine 
winners of honor tuition scholarships 
to Clarke have been announced by 
Miss Nancy Calkins, director of ad- 
missions. High school seniors are eli- 
gible to compete. 

Scholarships will be awarded on the 
basis of attainment in the College En- 
trance Board Examination to be given 
Jan. 9, Mar. 13 and May 22 in key 
cities throughout the United States 
and foreign countries. 


Take Six-Hour Tests 
Conducted by the Educational Test- 


ing service of Princeton, N.J., the ex- 
aminations are six hours in length and 
consist of a scholastic aptitude test and 
achievement tests in English composi- 
tion, social studies and mathematics or 
a selected science. 

In addition to the honor tuition 
scholarships, high school seniors may 
apply for awards in fine arts. Exami- 
nations in the fields of art, drama, pia- 
no, voice, violin and orchestral instru- 
ments will be arranged by faculty 
members in the fine arts departments. 

Fine arts scholarships are not 
awarded on a competitive basis. Stu- 
dents must give evidence of outstand- 
ing talent and must satisfactorily pass 
the scholarship test. 


Financial Aid Available 

“Clarke college does not grant a 
specific number of tuition or fine arts 
scholarships,” Miss Calkins comment- 
ed. “Financial assistance is given to 
students who need it, who are recom- 
mended by their school and who 
achieve a high norm in the scholar- 
ship tests.”
